The Collector Remains King! 


In an issue of FUN-Topics last year 
there appeared an article entitled, 
The Day The Coin Dealers 
Disappeared, authored by Mel 
Wacks, who is, I presume, a dealer. 

It was a cute little piece, but 
uncomplimentary to the hobby as a 
whole, and especially to collectors, 
who’re the backbone of the hobby. 
Unfortunately the article was indica- 
tive of the thinking of too many 
dealers, not just the beliefs of the 
author alone. 

Some dealers think of themselves 
as indispensable to the hobby, but 
they overlook the fact that the 
ENTIRE hobby is built on the col- 
lector, whether he spends $50 a year, 
or $50,000 a week. The collector does 
NOT depend on the dealer to put 
bread and beans on the table, make 
payments on his Zipper V-8 or to put 
leather on the kids’ feet, but the col- 
lector does ALL of that, and more, for 
the dealer. 

However you cut it, collectors pay 
for EVERY line of advertising, for 
ALL bourse tables, for EVERY paper 
clip and EACH coin holder; for the 
dealer’s dues, for his apendectomy, 
for HIS Zipper V-8, and for ALL of the 
gas needed to drive it to the next coin 
show. 

The COLLECTOR pays the whole 
thing! 

Without him, there’d be NO need 
for dealers. 

As a form of rebuttal to Wacks’ 
article, therefore, I offer the 
following very short story entitled, 
The Day The Coin Collectors 
Disappeared ... not an original title, 
but descriptive. 


“Once upon a time all coin 
collectors disappeared. 
And the dealers went into the 


streets, and played with each other, 


(I Think) 


and they marvelled at each other’s 
coins, and they traded some coins, 
too. 

But they became hungry, so they 
spent some coins for food; and the 
stones and sandspurs (or cold and 
snow), hurt their feet, so they bought 
shoes; and they became cold (or hot 
or wet,) so they spent even more 
coins for a tent. 

And they were happy, thinking to 
live that a way, ever after. 

But, lo! One day there were no 
more coins ... all had been spent. 

And they sat down and cried. 

Then died.”’

My last editorial was critical of 
some of the FUN Directors; this 
month I have a few words about the 
majority of FUN dealers. 

Two months ago membership 
‘kits’? were mailed to 230 FUN 
dealers; the kits contained a counter 
display placard, 60 membership 
blanks, an advertising order form, 
and a cover letter appealing for new 
recruits for FUN. 

The results are astounding; 29 new 
members in two months! And 23 of 
those came from only three dealers! 
ALL FUN dealers combined have 
fewer new members than I have! 
(Personally recruited, and not as a 
result of Secretary’s duties.) 

Are the dealers too busy to recruit 
for FUN? Are they making so much 
money that the future is rosy without 
helping build the hobby? What IS 
wrong? I’m of the opinion that the 
vast majority are just too damned 
lazy or unconcerned to help. 

Maybe they think there’s an infinite 
supply of moneyed collectors who're

going to buy, buy, buy. ... Most of 
them ‘‘talk’’ BIG; holler when their 
ads aren’t placed where they’d like to 
see them; or, scream when they don’t 
get a bourse table, or find that their 
table location isn’t too their liking. 
But they do little, or nothing, to help 
FUN and the hobby; if the effort 
requires more than writing their 
names on checks, then, most dealers 
are totally ineffective. 

I must admit, however, that the gen- 
eral membership isn’t doing much 
better in recruiting new members: 
The ‘“‘Big Secret’ Secret Contest is 
still a secret.

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Florida Rarities from Recent NASCA Auction 


By Mike Carter

(This is the first of a series of 
articles about Florida National 
Currency, originated by the author. 
— Ed.) 


On May 27-28, 1977, the Numismatic 
and Antiquarian Service Corporation 
of America, (NASCA), held one of the 
largest paper money auctions of 
recent times. In that auction there 
was one of the largest selections of 
Florida currency rarities that I have 
ever seen, with 18 lots of 1902 series 
large-size Florida notes. 

Illustrated here is a note of the 
Gainesville, Fla., National Bank, 
Charter 8802, which was lot number 
899 in the auction. Having been born 
and reared in Gainesville, and being a 
fanatical National Currency 
collector, naturally I had to have a 
note from a hometown bank! 


The Gainesville National Bank, on 
paper, does not appear to be that 
rare. Chartered in July, 1907, with a 
capital of $100,000, it was placed in 
voluntary liquidation on December 
27, 1918, with a capital of $100,000. At 
that time the bank was absorbed by 
the third currency issuing bank in 
Gainesville, the Florida National 
Bank, Charter 10310. 

The Florida National Bank was 
liquidated August 19, 1922, with 
$200,000 in the 1902 series outstanding. 
The First National Bank is still in op- 
eration in Gainesville, and is now the 
second oldest originally chartered 
bank in the state, with only the First 
National Bank in Tampa, Charter 
3497, senior to it. Records of the 
Gainesville National Bank indicate 
an issue of $100,000 in 1918, however, 
its currency does not appear as often 
as that of the other two banks. That

Unfortunately my parents picked 
one of the rarest cities, as far as 
National Currency collecting is 
concerned for me to be born in. 
Gainesville Nationals do not surface 
very often, and when I saw the note 
offered in the auction catalog I had to 
have it. 

There were only three currency 
issuing banks in Gainesville; notes of 
the FirstNational Bank are the 
rarest, with only $5,875 outstanding 
in 1935.

fact, coupled with the note being bank 
serial number 10, (from the tenth 
sheet of Third Charter 1902 - 1908 
Backs issued by the bank,) it being a 
dated - back note, and the bank being 
in operation only 11 years and 5 
months, (the brief operating life and 
early liquidation date, 1918, probably 
means that very few of the bank’s 
notes remain in circulation today,) 
and finally, the condition of the note,

Fine, all contributed to the rarity of 
the note and the spirited bidding for it 
in the auction. The cataloger 
appraised the note at $150, up, but I 
knew it would go much higher; my 
opening bid was $425, and I finally 
took it for $500, as I was prepared to 
go to $510! The note was well 
worth it to me, and the fact that I 
picked up two other notes on Florida 
banks at bargain prices helped ease 
the financial pain a bit.

Buying Venezuelan Rarieties 
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Horse Head Coppers of New Jersey 


The great variety of New Jersey 
coppers lend themselves to in-depth 
study; documentary fragments left 
after fire, the years, and eye-witness 
accounts paint a colorful history of 
‘‘Horse Head’’ coppers. Some coins 
show the Horse Head facing right, 
while others show it facing left, but all 
of them have the legend, Nova 
Caesarea, above and a plow below. A 
1786 variety shows a profile bust of 
General Washington facing right on 
the reverse, but most of the others 
have a shield surrounded by the 
motto, E PLURIBUS UNUM. 

Although coinage of the Horse Head 
coppers was short-lived, the effect of 
the motto was far-reaching; it seems 
more than coincidental that when 
Albion Cox and John Harper, of the 
original Rahway Mint, were working 
at the Federal Mint, E PLURIBUS 
UNUM became the motto on our 
earliest coinage, and remains so 
today. 

In the face of great adversity, 
including bad partnerships, argu- 
ments and non-payment of rents on 
mills and machinery, New Jersey con- 
tributed functional coppers to our 
post-colonial era. Most of them are in 
poor condition, so, finding a top grade 
coin is a major achievement. 

The Act for the establishment of 
copper coinage for the sovereign 
State of New Jersey was enacted into 
law on June 1, 1786. The contract, 
granted to Walter Mould, Thomas 
Goadsby and Albion Cox, called for 
the production of three million coins, 
each to contain 150 grains of pure

copper and carry marks and inscrip- 
tions directed by the Justices of the 
Supreme Court. 

The coins were to be valued at 15 to 
the Jersey shilling, and one-tenth of 
the coins were to be paid to the State 
Treasurer at the end of each quarter. 
The coinage was to be completed at 
the end of two years. 

The contractors leased for their 
mint the grist mill and saw mill 
acquired by Daniel Marsh in October, 
1777, on the south bank of the Rahway 
River on the east side of what is now 
St. George’s Avenue, Rahway. After 
setting up a rolling mill, coining press 
and furnace, and acquiring copper 
ingots, Goadsby and Cox petitioned 
the legislature for a revision of the 
contract, severing their rights with 
Mould, who had not assisted them in 
any way. The severance was enacted 
on November 22, 1786, and on March 
16, 1787, the Treasurer acknowledged 
the receipt of the first quarterly pay- 
ment of the state’s royalty. 

Walter Mould started coining his 
one-third of the original authorized 
amount after he moved to Morris 
County in March, 1787. In April, he 
began striking coppers in the John 
Cleves Symmes home in Morristown, 
and made his first payment of royal- 
ties from the Mould Mint to the 
Treasurer on May 8, 1787. He soon de- 
faulted and fled the state. 

The third mint was set up in a room 
behind the kitchen of the home of 
Matthias Ogden in Elizabethtown.

When Goadsby and Cox quarreled 
and did not pay for their minting 
machinery, it reverted to Matthias 
Ogden, who had posted bond for them. 
Another set of circumstances was 
happening at the same time in New 
York, which was then the capitol of 
the United States. Ephraim Brasher, 
a wealthy resident, and extremely 
competent silversmith who had a 
shop on Cherry Street, next to the 
house where the Presidents of the 
Continental Congress _ resided, 
petitioned the assembly to pass a bill 
regulating the circulation of coppers. 
After he was denied the permission 
to make the coppers, Matthias Ogden 
came into his shop and_ easily 
persuaded Brasher to form a partner- 
ship with him and John Bailey, to 
strike New Jersey coppers. A large 
number were made before Goadsby

seized some of the machinery. This 
mint closed by 1789, because of the 
coppers panic, and in 1794, the coining 
press was sold to the first Mint of the 
United States. 

The 1787 date appearing on the gold 
Brasher Doubloon seems to indicate 
that it was struck at the time of his al- 
liance with the other two men making 
Horse Head coppers. It’s thought that 
he used the die he intended for his cop- 
per cents, embellished with an oval 
punch-mark with the letters, E.B. It 
seems more than a coincidence that 
Brasher used the motto, E 
PLURIBUS UNUM, between the 
garland and the edge of the coin.

Ferry, Other Fare Tokens

Early public transportation 
facilities in Florida were provided 
mainly by steamship companies and 
railroads until the early 1900’s. In an 
effort to develop faster land 
transportation, ferries became 
obsolete because of bridges, the horse 
and buggy gave way to gasoline- 
powered vehicles, and through the 
years, streetcars were replaced by 
air-conditioned buses to improve 
travel conditions. 

No transportation tokens have been 
reported for the early years before 
1900, however, during the twentieth 
century many cities or other 
governmental agencies and private 
companies that operated ferries, 
bridges, causeways, streetcars, or 
buses, have used tokens in their daily 
operations. These tokens generally 
read ‘‘Good For One Fare”’ or ‘‘Good 
For One Adult Fare’; some are still 
in use today. 

A check of the situation in Pinellas 
County shows that three varieties of 
the Belleair Causeway tokens are in 
use, plus three varieties of the St. 
Petersburg Municipal Transit Sys- 
tem tokens (two adult and one student 
fare,) and one variety of the Central 
Pinellas Transit Authority. 

The Treasure Island Causeway 
tokens have been obsolete since the 
one - way fare of 25 cents was 
established on January 1, 1976. Now, 
causeway users must either purchase 
an annual pass for $10 or toss 25 cents 
in the basket each time they pass the 
toll booth. 

Since most of the Florida 
transportation tokens are obsolete, 
they’re eagerly sought by collectors. 


About 150 different fare tokens and 
varieties are known, with 
approximately 100 of these classified 
as fairly common to common. It was 
the general practice for large users to 
order 50,000 or 100,000 tokens at one 
time. 

Varieties of some pieces resulted 
from reordering over a period of 
several years, causing different dies 
to be used; broken dies and changes 
in the fare also created new listings.

The Florida Ferry Company, 
Jacksonville, used a solid, white 
metal, 21mm token on the ferries 
across the St. Johns River. This token 
has the company name on the obverse 
and Geo. W. Gibbs (in script) above 
the word ‘‘President’”’ on the two-line 
inscription of the reverse. These ferry 
pieces are found generally with holes 
drilled in the center. Vic Amorose, 
president of the Florida Token 
Society and past president of FUN, 
recalls a conversation with George 
W. Gibbs about these center holes. He 
said the holes were drilled on two 


occasions when the fare was 
increased, to change the value of the

Some tokens have an uneven center 
hole of approximately 6mm _ in 
diameter and others have a neatly 
drilled center hole that measures 
about 9mm. 

None of the varieties are abundant, 
but the holed varieties are easier to 
find than the solid pieces. The 
undrilled tokens have a value in the $2 
to $3 range while the varieties with a 
center hole are valued from $1 to $1.50. 

Collectors of Florida transportation 
tokens use Atwood’s Catalogue of 
United States and Canadian 
Transportation Tokens as a guide. 
The third edition of this work was 
published in 1970, and a_ 1977 
Supplement is available, including 
new listings and information to 
January, 1977. These books are 
available through the American 
Vecturist Association (A.V.A.) and 
numismatic book dealers at $12.50 
and $7.50, respectively.

1958. C. R. Clark has done extensive 
research on Florida tokens during 10 
years of collecting.

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Danegeld Pays Off Vikings 
By Lawrence A. Nilson 
Ormond Beach 


Danegeld was originally a tax on 
the English people that was used to 
buy off Danish and_ other 
Scandinavian invaders. 

The actual coin used for this 
bribery was asilver penny, about 
20mm., of Aethelred II, ‘‘The 
Unready,’’ who ruled England from 
978 to 1016 AD. Large quantities of 
these coins have been found in 
various parts of Scandinavia.

The Danish king of this period was 
Sweyn Forkbeard, son of Harold 
Bluetooth. He plundered England as a 
prince and increased his activities on 
becoming king. In 994 he joined with 
Olaf Tryggveson, and together they 
almost captured London. Thousands 
of pounds of silver were paid to the 
Vikings; though they accepted the 
money, they continued their raids. 

A rift developed between King 
Sweyn Forkbeard and King Olaf 
Tryggveson in 1000, which 
culminated in the famous naval battle 
of Svoldr (Svold,) off the shore of 
Pomerania in the Baltic Sea. The 
contestants were Danes, Swedes and 
Norwegians (under Eric 
Haakonsson) versus the Norwegians 
under Olaf. The result of this battle 
was the defeat of the Norwegians and 
the death of Olaf. 

The consequences of this battle in 
Scandinavia were enormous and it 
also had important effects’ in 
England. Many Danes lived in 
England at the time, principally in an 


area known as the Danelaw, where 
they lived according to their own 
Danish laws. King Aethelred thought 
that the Battle of Svoldr had 
weakened the Danes sufficiently so 
that he could attack the Danes in the 
Danelaw. He planned a massacre of 
all Danes in England, regardless of 
age or sex, in 1002. In sections where 
the Danes were numerous the plan 
was unsuccessful, but in other sec- 
tions Danes were outrageously mas- 
sacred. 

When Sweyn Forkbeard learned of 
these events he reacted at once. For 
five years he and the most ferocious 
Vikings he could muster raided 
England. Aethelred paid thousands of 
pounds of Danegeld and offered, 
along with other concessions, to allow 
all Danes to live free in England. 
Sweyn accepted the money but con- 
tinued his plundering while dis- 
regarding any agreements with the 
English.

In 1013, he decided to conquer 
England completely, and he sailed 
with a mighty fleet to England, ac- 
companied by his son Canute. 
Together they conquered England, 
and Sweyn became the first Danish 
king of England. He died in 1014 
before his coronation, and there are 
no English coins struck in his name. 

His son Canute succeeded him to 
the throne, becoming the first Danish 
King of England to issue coins. 

Coins of Aethelred and Canute are 
available for collecting; owning one 
or the other provides its owner with a 
tangible piece of history.

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Chipley’s Chips

In early September, 1896, the St. 
Andrews, Vernon & Chipley 
Telephone Company was organized 
with A. J. Gay of St. Andrews as 
president and J. D. Denton as 
contractor for the lines. In 1897, the 
line from St. Andrews to Vernon was 
completed, Vernon then being the 
county seat for Washington County, 
Florida, which at the time extended 
from the Alabama state line to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

In 1899, the company was sold to C. 
J. Allen, who was the sheriff of 
Washington County. In turn, the 
company was sold by him in 1903 to 
Thomas J. Watts of Chipley. About 
that time the name was changed to 
West Florida Telephone Co. 


Chipley Telephone Exchange - Toll 
- 25 cents - Check. 


In August, 1904, the following 
article was carried by the Chipley 
Banner, a newspaper no _ longer 
published: 

‘To subscribers ... You are hereby 
notified that on the 24th an ordinance 
was passed by the city council 
prohibiting this exchange being 
operated on Sundays except from 8 
a.m. to 10 a.m. and from 3 p.m. to 6 
p.m. This order to take effect next 


Sunday, and must be strictly 
complied with Tom J. Watts, 
proprietor.” 


On September 21, 1905: 
‘A new line has been extended 
from Wausau and Anderson (On north 


St. Andrews Bay) to Cook’s 
Turpentine Still, operated on a toll 
basis and all long. distance 
subscribers please take note.”’ 

On October 2, 1909: 

“The West Florida Telephone 
Company has’ been = making 
readjustments in rates. It will be 10 
cents for three minutes to Adams 
Still, Ayock, Bonifay, Duncan Glass, 
Hagerman, Jeffries, Orange Hill, 
Stokes Still, Underwood, Vickers and 
Washington Mill. Also a 15 cent toll 
rate to Blackman, Eleanor, Faulks 
Still, Graceville, Holmes Valley, 
Meyer’s Still, Vernon and Wausau. It 
will still be 40 cents to points on the St. 
Andrews Bay.”’ 

In December, 1910, the Chipley 
Banner noted that the Bell Telephone 
Co. had purchased the business of 
Thomas J. Watts of Chipley. Watts 
had exchanges at Chipley, Lynn 
Haven, St. Andrews and Graceville, 
and about 300 miles of long distance 
lines. 

It would appear that the telephone 
token was used from about 1905 - 1915. 
George Watts Jr., Chipley, wrote to 
me that this was the only token used 


-by his uncle’s company. Of the 12 


tokens known remaining, the incuse 
serial numbers range from a low of 96 
to a high of 955, which leads me to 
believe that 999 brass tokens were 
made originally for this company.

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The Evolution of Coins

The first coins were made to assure 
metal value of money. The 
government of a country would stamp 
out metal discs and print designs on 
them to assure their value. All coins 
of one value contained equal amounts 
of metal. 

Many people believe that the first 
coins were minted in 600 B.C. This 
occured in the country of Lydia, 
which is now Turkey. These original 
coins were named ‘“‘Staters,’’ which 
means standard; the name _ was 
originally a unit of weight. Stater’s 
metal content consisted of electrum, 
a natural mix of silver and gold. 
Seafaring merchants brought Staters 
with them to Greece, and by 500 BC 
every Greek colony was using a 
similar type coin. 

The Romans began minting coins in 
300 BC and by 500 BC every Greek 
colony was using a similar type coin. 

The Romans began minting coins in 
300 BC and by 200 BC they had issued 
the first Denarius. The Romans 
introduced their coins into each 
country, town and city that they 
conquered. Roman coins greatly 
affected the monetary systems of 
England and the Holy Roman Empire 
during the Middle Ages. 

Coins did not play a major role in 
the early colonies of the United States 
because most families bartered 
instead of using monetary values. 
The colonists made a few coins called 
“‘shillings’’ and ‘‘pence,’’ but 
England said coinage was a privilege 
of the mother country. Also, there 
was a lack of gold and silver for their 
coins. 

The Coinage Act of 1792 started the 
first United States Mint. This act also 
started the first system of money in 
the United States, which was 
proclaimed to be a decimal system. 


Although foreign coins were still 
spendable, in 1793 a law was passed 
that made foreign coins worth only 
their value in gold or silver. Later, in 
1857, Congress passed a law removing 
foreign coins from circulation. 

An interesting sideline story is 
“The Whale Token’ minted on 
Nantucket Island, Massachusetts. 
The first Whale Tokens (coins) were 
minted in aluminum by the Seven 
Seas Gift Shop in Nantucket during 
1964. This was done in an effort to 
ease the famine for U.S. coins. 

Whale Coins were minted as 
souvenir tokens which’ were 
spendable at the shops in Nantucket. 
The Whale Coins were popularly 
accepted by the tourists and natives. 
However, there was a questionable 
legality in the eyes of the Secret 
Service of the United States, which 
resulted in investigations and which 
received world-wide press coverage. 
The coinage was halted in 1970. A 
limited supply of the Whale Tokens 
are still available in Nantucket today.

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Error Collecting for Fun and Profit

A recent letter sent to the editor of 
Error Trends Coin Magazine’ and 
published in the April 25, 1977, issue, 
raised a few interesting points con- 
cerning the current value of error 
coins. In the letter, a disgruntled col- 
lector took issue with the buy - sell 
prices certain dealers are willing to 
pay for modern series error coins. 

This collector decided to establish 
dealer buying prices for errors he had 
purchased for his own collection, such 
as an unstruck planchet (blank) for 
the Washington quarter series, a 
silver unstruck Roosevelt dime 
planchet, and other such mint errors. 
He was shocked to receive offers 
averaging 10 percent of what he had 
paid for them - many of these offers 
coming from the same dealers from 
whom he had originally purchased 
the same coins. 

A dealer’s offer of 15 cents for a 
Washington quarter blank prompted 
the collector to quip that the error 25 
cent piece was probably worth a full 
quarter in any vending machine. He 
continued in the letter to seriously 
question the validity of (at least 
some) dealers’ retail price structures, 
and, if I read between the lines cor- 
rectly, their ethics. 


In answering this honest expression 
of dismay, Arnold Margolis, himself 
an error dealer, as well as publisher 
of Error Trends Coin Magazine, 
tended to agree that the issue raised 
is serious and if unsolved could hurt a 
most enjoyable phase of the hobby. 
Margolis noted that many of dealers 
who have such a wide gap between 
their buying and selling prices have 
direct access to errors in coin series 
currently in production; through con- 
tacts with employees in Federal Re- 
serve Banks’ counting rooms and 
other major banks’ counting rooms, 


where bags of coins containing errors 
come directly from the various 
United States minting facilities. 

Those mint-sewn and sealed bags of 
coins are counted, rolled and 
distributed to the banking and 
financial institutions throughout the 
country. 

It is there that most of the mint- 
made errors are culled out by sharp- 
eyed employees who simply replace 
the error with one of the same 
denomination out of their own pocket. 
Unifaced or one-sided, clipped 
planchets, off-center strikes, multiple 
strikes and other desirable errors are 
collected and sold wholesale to eager 
dealers at prices about a dollar a coin 
in lots of say, a hundred coins at a 
time.

As one can see, the employee can 
make a quick and sure profit that is 
usually tax-free if his transaction 
with dealer ‘‘X’’ is a cash one. The 
dealer, too, can make an enormous 
profit by retailing these coins to error 
collectors at 10, 20, even 30 times his 
cost. 

Nothing wrong so far, but here 
comes the rub; let the collector try to 
resell those coins to a dealer with 
such access at, say 50 percent of what 
he paid for them - certainly not an un- 
reasonable amount to expect in a 
stable market - and those dealers 
practically laugh out loud. And why 
not? Why should they pay half of their 
selling price for a coin that they can 
get in reasonable quantity for as little 
as five percent of their current retail? 
The answer, is of course, that such an 
inflated and artificial market will 
eventually collapse due to collectors 
realizing that they are being ‘‘ripped 
off.’ Ethical dealers who pay a fair 
wholesale price for errors will suffer 
also as collector interest wanes. 

I would caution those collectors 
who collect errors in coin series cur- 
rently in production to be extremely 
careful when making purchases of 
such coins. Shop around! Study the 
availability and immediate resale 
value of the error before buying it. 
Until a more stabilized relationship in 
buy and sell prices is established, 
remember that a_ tremendous 
potential loss is probable if, for some 
reason, all or part of the collection 
need be sold. 

As an error collector I had _ to 
sympathize with the collector who 
wrote the letter to Error Trends. 
When I first began to acquire 
‘“Fidos,’’ as Error Coins once were 
called, I realized that problems of this 
nature might hamper resale. I 
decided to collect coins that would 
have both a numismatic interest to 
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me and potential profit. Several 
criteria I employ in my own 
purchases may prove helpful to 
others who collect errors, or who are 
interested in beginning a collection. I 
would like to share them with the 
FUN readers in the hope that they 
will allow collectors to purchase 
wisely. 

1. Above all, make sure that the 
error you buy is authentic; many 
“errors” are created outside the 
mint, and, as such, are truly worth 
only face value, if that! Buy from 
reputable dealers. Try to_ get 
authentication certificates. If in 
doubt, don’t buy! Read books such as 
‘“Modern Mint Errors.”’ 

The Collector’s Clearing House 
column in Coin World frequently has 
articles dealing with error 
authenticity. Study. Learn. You will 
save money and disappointment in 
the long run, and you will enjoy and

understand your hobby much more 
for it. 

2. Watch your change! I have 
picked over a dozen desirable errors 
out of circulation in the past year by 
constantly checking my change. Also, 
I have picked up a few ‘‘normal’’ 
coins of value by this practice. 

3. Any errors in the Standing 
Liberty quarter or Morgan or Peace 
dollar series are rare; be prepared to 
pay significant premiums for them 
but remember, the resale potential is 
great! 

4. Do you remember the saying, 
“Buy land, they aren’t making it any 
more?’’ Well, the same is true of 
errors in coin series that are not in 
production any more, such as large 
cents, Buffalo Nickels and the like. 
Those errors are good bets for future 
appreciation, as more and more new 
error collectors enter the buying 
market for a fixed number of existing 
coins. 

5. Be wary of errors such as Proot 
sets containing two dimes and no 
nickel; proof sets and mint sets are 
packaged in such a way that the con- 
tents can be altered so expertly that 
only the most sophisticated dealer or 
collector can tell that it is not a mint 
error. 

6. Check retail lists of dealers who 
do not specialize in error coinage, but 
who occasionally acquire a few items 
when buying whole collections. They 
frequently underprice error coins in 
their advertisements as they are 
unaware of current values. 

7. By all means, join an error col- 
lecting association such as NECA, the 
National Error Collectors’ of 
America. Their monthly magazine, 
Errorscope, and initial packet of 
information is worth the yearly dues. 
They offer FREE authentication of 
worthwhile errors’ with ac- 
companying certificates to members. 

Also, many error dealers give sub- 
stantial purchase discounts to NECA

members. 

I will be happy to sponsor any FUN 
member who wishes to join NECA.

I hope this article will have a 
positive influence on the error 
collecting phase of the numismatic 
hobby. Errors are fun to collect and I 
hope that any or all of my criteria for 
collecting will make it profitable for 
you as well. 

Don’t be discouraged by the current 
state of in-production errors. My 
personal feeling is that the hobby will 
survive and solutions to problems like 
the one brought up bythe disgruntled 
collector printed in Error Trends will

be solved by joint efforts of collectors 
and dealers, both of whom stand to 
lose all and gain nothing by unfair 
practices of a few. 

A tremendous increase in the num- 
ber of error collectors already has 
begun, due to the American Numis- 
matic Association’s creation of a 
separate and equal category of errors 
to be enjoyed at this year’s National 
meeting at Aflanta.

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Bourse Means Thrill of Bargain

As most collectors know, the word 
‘“‘bourse,”’ is French for ‘‘exchange,”’ 
especially a stock exchange. For 
most of us it has many meanings; for 
some, it’s the thrill of a bargain; for 
others, it’s the excitement of locating 
a coin that’s been eluding them for 
years. 

For the regulars on the show 
circuit, the word suggests meeting 
old friends, sociable gatherings, 
catching up ‘‘on the market,’ and 
meeting new and exciting people; 
there’s the thought of new knowledge 
to be gained, and imparting new 
knowledge to others. Most of all, how- 
ever, bourse means numismatics to 
the majority, and can be compared to 
a large coin club meeting, with swap 
night, auction, exhibits, ‘‘show and 
tell,’ buy and sell, business, and 
banquet night, all wrapped into one 
meeting. 

Going to a show or convention, and 
attending the bourse room, is like a 
trip to many countries; one can find 
coins from many different lands, and, 
in many instances, much cheaper 
than in the country of origin. There’re 
opportunities to check certain coins 
for grading and price, but, most of all, 
the diligent seeker can find that 
certain coin best suited for a 


particular collection.

selection for the collector. 

For the ‘“‘student of numismatics,”’ 
there’s the opportunity for an 
education in the exhibits area; as 
most exhibitors specialize in a 
particular area, they’re usually more 
than pleased to share their knowledge 
with an inquiring collector. 

Collectors in Florida are fortunate

You can help in this endeavor by 
making your plans now to get 
involved, and to attend the annual 
FUN Convention, the first weekend in 
January, in St. Petersburg.

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ANA Library Catalog Being Computerized 


The American Numismatic 
Association’s 1972 library catalog has 
been out of print for some time and 
many users of the library are 
becoming impatient at the delay in 
issuing a new one. They will be glad to 
learn that progress is being made and 
a completely revised and updated 
catalog is being produced, although 
the exact date on which it will be 
available cannot be announced at this 
time. 

The loose-leaf catalog of 1972 was 
the result of several years of 
preparation, including the devising of 
a catalog system for a large numis- 
matic library. This unique system 
which, by the way, has been adopted 
by others, has proven’ very 
satisfactory and will be continued 
into the revised edition, according to 
ANA Librarian Geneva Karlson. 

Several problems were 
encountered in preparing the new 
catalog, such as the increased volume 
of entries (nearly twice that of only 
five years ago,) the need for greater 
ease of updating, more complete in- 
house records and the ability to store 
the data for safekeeping. Computer 
firms were contacted and eventually 
one agreed to study the project. 

Some new techniques and special 
equipment had to be devised but a 
program has been worked out and 
implemented. The computer is 
turning out the basic copy for the 
catalog and this phase of the project 
should be completed by June Ist; bids 
then will be secured for the actual 
printing. Hopefully, the catalog will 
be ready for distribution by mid- 
August, prior to the time of the ANA 
convention in Atlanta. ANA members 
will be advised in the pages of The 
Numismatist when they may secure a 
copy, and the numismatic press will 
be notified also. 

Obviously, this project has entailed 
considerable expenditure, some of 


which is chargeable to upkeep of gen- 
eral library records and further up- 
dating of the catalog. The ANA Board 
of Governors decided to make a 
charge for catalogs to partially offset 
their cost. The price will be de- 
termined as soon as printing and 
other costs are known, but it will be 
kept as low as possible. Should some 
members feel that their use of the 
library does not justify purchasing a 
catalog, they may still use it by 
borrowing one of the shelf copies that 
will be available. 

Probably few collectors outside the 
Colorado Springs headquarters are 
fully aware of the scope of the largest 
numismatic lending library in the 
world. It is used by uncounted 
persons who visit it for periods of a 
few minutes to several days, and by 
those who borrow books, catalogs and 
periodicals by mail. In the latter 
class, 4155 books were loaned to 1372 
borrowers last year.

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Collecting as an Historical Aid (and Fun too!)

I first started collecting coins when 
I was 10 years old, at that time I 
didn’t know that it would be the avoca- 
tion that it has become. I had no idea 
of the worlds of politics, propaganda, 
art history, literature, science, and so 
many other fields connected with the 
hobby. 

I collect mostly American and Bri- 
tish issues, along with the rest of the 
world — both paper and metal. 

The American collection usually is 
general issues with a few com- 
memoratives. It goes back as far as 
1819, but I'm working on going back to 
the beginning of our coinage. 

The British collection starts with 
Aethelred II in 978 A.D. It’s fairly 
complete from William III and Mary 
II to Elizabeth II. (It would be a com- 
plete monarch set from Elizabeth I to 
Elizabeth II except for James II). 

I have a sprinkling of ancients 
going back to about 400 B.C. My 
favorite ancients are the ones from 
Judea — especially the Herod 
Agrippa (circa 42 A.D.). I get a thrill 
when I think that if this coin could 
talk, it could tell me so much. 

It could have passed through some 
famous hands, such as those of 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, John, or other 
well known biblical figures. It could 
very well have passed through the 
hands of Aaron, the camel dealer, 
Saul the butcher, or even Herod the 
king. Who knows? 

As a research aid, coins and paper 
money have no peer. For instance, 
take that ancient coin of Herod 
Agrippa. Here, in metallic form, is a 
piece of the Holy Land. It could 
awaken the interest of an individual 
to study the period of history to which 
this coin relates. It could open a whole 
new world of thought — not just 
history, but political insight into past 
events, a study of art forms, and, for 
those so inclined, religious research. 


Paper money is, by its very colorful 
nature, more noticeable. Historical 
and allegorical figures often are 
pictured on banknotes of different 
countries; often historic events are 
portrayed — such as on our own $2 
bill. The scene evokes the founding 
fathers’ spirits and recalls for us the 
events of July 2, 1776. That’s right, 
July 2! The Declaration of  In- 
dependence was actually signed and 
passed on July 2; it was proclaimed 
on July4. For young students of 
American history, this could start 
another hobby — studying history for 
fun. 

Historical events portrayed on 
coins and paper money trace history 
for us. For instance, the Egyptian 1/2, 
1, and 5 pound coins (Y106, 103, and 
104) portray a mighty Pharoah 
(probably Ramesses II) riding in his 
war chariot. Ramesses II was one ol 
the great Pharoahs of Egyptian 
history — he’s the one that built the 
magnificent Abu Simbel, and he 
fought many battles in a chariot as 
portrayed. 

One learns so much from coins and 
paper money; history, art, cultural 
habits of other lands and times, reli- 
gious tenets as expressed through 
coins (Vatican City, e.g.), not to men- 
tion metallurgy and sculpture. Each 
coin or piece of paper money is a 
miniature work ol art. 

Next time you have a $1 bill or any 
foreign bill, look at the intricate scroll 
work, the delicate molding ot 
features, the three dimensional eltect 
and the different coloring embodied 
in each piece. 

If you don’t know much about 
history or art, or any of the other 
subjects mentioned, get a coin or 
some paper money, look at it, get a 
reference book and look up the event 
or person depicted. 

You'll learn a lot!!

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Bald Eagle Reigns Supreme

As I was beginning my foray into 
the puzzling world of Morgan Dollars, 
a coin dealer gave me a fair warning; 
“Randy,” he said, ‘those flatly- 
struck ‘O’ Mint dollars will drive you 
nuts!’’ ‘‘What do you mean”’ I asked, 
with mild apprehension. “‘Time and 
experience will be your best 
teachers,’ he advised, and he told me 
to remember the words, ‘‘The Bald 
Eagle reigns supreme... you'll find 
out what I mean.”’ 

Indeed, I did find out. By ‘“‘bald’’ he 
was not referring to the top of the 
eagle’s head. The numismatic sage 
was, instead, referring to the ‘‘bald”’ 
eagle’s breast which characterizes 
most New Orleans Mint silver dollars 
struck from 1886 to 1897. Even in 
Uncirculated condition, these dollars 
feature very little, if any, breast 
feathers on the eagle. This is a stark 
contrast to the San Francisco dollars 
from 1879 to 1882, which feature a 
well-struck eagle with prominent 
breast feathers, legs and talon claws. 

How can you grade and evaluate 
these dollars? What allowances must 
you make? How scarce are they in 
Choice condition? These and other re- 
lated matters will be addressed in 
this article on ‘‘Bald Eagle’ New 
Orleans Mint Morgan dollars. 

First, a word about grading. Both 
Brown and Dunn’s Guide To The 
Grading Of United States Coins!, and 
James Ruddy’s Photograde? have 
made major contributions to our 
hobby, but these books are of little use 
when it comes to grading poorly 
struck ‘“O”’ Mint dollars. Why? 
Brown and Dunn use the concave type 
of 1878 as their model, which is fine 
for most 1878 dollars, but is of little 
use for later varieties. And 
Photograde uses the 1921 Morgan as 
the model type for grading higher 


grade dollars, which is nice for 
grading the type of 1921 but of limited 
use for grading, say, weak struck 
“O”’ Mint dollars. Truthfully, a 
comprehensive guide for the grading 
of the various types of Morgan dollars 
does not exist.3 

With this in mind, what allowances 
must we make? I will go out on a limb 
and suggest that color, not just wear, 
should be a major determining factor 
in grading New Orleans dollars. Con- 
centrating on the higher grades, I 
would suggest the following format: 
Extremely Fine — about 40 to 60 per- 
cent of the original mint luster should 
still adhere to the coin. So-called 
‘“‘grey areas,” (that grey appearance 
which is one of the first signs of actual 
wear), will be easily visible on the 
coin.4 

Almost Uncirculated — about 60 to 
80 percent of the original luster still 
will be present. Choice, Almost Un- 
circulated — 80 to 95 percent of the 
luster still will be there; on those 
specimens, you will actually have to 
tilt the coin away from you, looking 
almost edge - on, to see the first hints 
of grey areas. 

Uncirculated — 100 percent of the 
original luster will be _ present, 
although some dates, such as the 1896 - 

O, frequently are characterized by 
an unappealing dullish luster. Ob- 
viously, adjustments have to be made 
for grading toned dollars. 

Of course, the old reliable 16 x 
magnifying glass, or the trusty 30x 
microscope, should be implemented 
to determine the amount of wear and, 
thus, the true grade of the coin. But 
novice collectors frequently mistake 
flat struck breast feathers for worn 
breast feathers. ‘‘How can this dollar

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be Uncirculated with practically no 
breast feathers’ is a question many 
of us have heard. The best way to 
handle this dilemma is to examine 
carefully the color of the coin. If the 
full original mint luster is still pre- 
sent, the coin is almost certainly Un- 
circulated, irrespective of strike 
characteristics. 

Four examples that immediately 
come to mind are the 1891-0, 1892-0, 
the 1894-0, and the 1895-O Morgan 
dollars. With a mintage of nearly 
eight million, the 1891-O is certainly 
not rare; it is common in circulated 
grades, and fairly available in 
Uncirculated condition. When it 
comes to flat strikes (caused by inade- 
quate striking pressure compounded 
by worn-out dies,) the 1891-0 ranks as 
one of the very worst in the entire 
Morgan series. Dealer John Lore, 
Hallandale, recently showed me 
some ’91-O’s which, while strictly 
Mint State, were lacking so much 
high point detail that the beginner 
might only grade them Very Fine or 
Extremely Fine. 

If you should purchase a Brilliant 
Uncirculated 1891-O for your col- 
lection, don’t feel cheated if your $25 
coin is a ‘‘Bald Eagle.’’ Conversely, if 
you insist upon a full struck Gem, be 
prepared to pay a_ substantial 
premium for it. The ’91-O currently 
sells for about $60 - $70 over the Tele- 
type in Choice BU. but a fully struck 
specimen recently went for $205 at a 
major auction in Boston.5 There are 
no bargain Gem ’91-0’s! 

The same generalizations can be 
made for the 1892-0, the ’94-O and the 
95-0; all of them are characterized by 
very weak strikes, average to poor 
luster, and numerous bagmarks and 
abrasions. The 1892-O is available in 
“Bald Eagle’ Uncirculated for about 
$55 - $65, but currently is bringing 
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around $200 - $235 in Choice BU. Does 
this mean you can buy a Gem for 
$200? Of course not! In fact, any- 
thing under $350 probably would be a 
bargain price to pay for a fully struck 
Gem of this date. 

The 1894 - O presents an even more 
extreme problem for the _ dollar 
enthusiast. ‘‘Bald Eagle’’ UNCS are 
being sold for approximately $225- 
$250, but fully struck Gems are 
virtually unknown. Wayne Miller 
states that he has never seen a Gem 
specimen of this date.6 and I, too, 
would have to make the same con- 
fession. A strictly Gem specimen 1894- 
O is probably worth over $1,000, no 
matter what the various bid sheets 
and pricing guides may Say. 

The 1895-O Morgan presents the 
same predicament as the previous 
three with one major addition; that is 
the problem of having a very low min- 
tage, (just 450,000, of which untold 
tens of thousands were melted. Thus, 
it’s no surprise that the poorly struck 
Uncirculated ’95-O’s sell for well over 
$1,000, while strict Gems have sold for 
over $5,000! A nice Extremely Fine or 
Choice AU of this date is usually the 
coin of choice for those collectors who 
cannot afford the mammoth price of a 
Gem. 

And now I’d like to make a few com- 
ments about two other members of 
the ‘‘Bald Eagle’’ club. Both the 1896- 
O and the 1897-0 were struck in plenti- 
ful number, over four million of each, 
yet, they are practically unavailable 
in strictly Gem condition. When my 
old friend said, ‘‘Those flatly-struck 
“QO”? Mint Dollars will drive you 
nuts,’ he may have had these two 
dates in mind. 

The ’96-O, in 
extremely elusive in top. grade.’ 
Again, in these cases, dollar 
enthusiasts trying to build a nice col- 
lection should be prepared to accept a

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‘“‘Bald Eagle’”’ as part of their Morgan 
portfolio. 

Prooflike dollar collectors, (or P-L 
fanatics, as we call ourselves,) will 
find those New Orleans Mint dollars 
from 1891 to 1897 particularly 
frustrating. When found, they are 
usually of inferior quality because of 
bagmarks, poor strikes, etc. And the 
prices of these Prooflikes are 
astounding! I would price these dates 
in Choice Prooflike as follows: 1891-O 


$2,000+; 1892-0 $2,500+; 1893-0 
$2,500+; 1894-O $2,500+; 1895-0 
$5,000+; 1896-0 $2,000+; 1897-O 


$1,500+. Gem Superb MS 65+ to 
MS 70 Prooflikes of those dates are 
virtually unknown. Rest assured, 
they would bring well above those 
prices I have just quoted for Choice P- 
L’s. To my knowledge, no one has 
ever assembled a complete collection 
of Gem Prooflike ‘‘O’’ Mint Dollars 
from 1886 to 1897. 

A few sample price quotations will 
prove that some of the other “‘O”’ Mint 
dollars from this period are worth far 
more than you might think in superb 
condition. A fully struck 1886-O speci- 
men recently fetched $950 at auction,® 
or over triple the listed Teletype 
price. Bowers and Ruddy’s Blauvelt 
auction? saw a Gem Prooflike 1888-O 
dollar, supposedly a common date, 
bid to an uncommonly high price of 
$120, while an equally nice Gem 
Prooflike 1889-O is currently offered 
by a leading dollar dealer at $750! !° 
No wonder the average collector 
must be content with ‘‘Bald Eagle”’ 
Uncs! 

In conclusion, four major points 
stand out in this discussion of New Or- 
leans Mint dollars from 1886 to 1897. 
First, grading those cartwheels pre- 
sents a unique challenge to the Mor- 
gan enthusiast, since the normal 
guidelines, the eagle’s’ breast 
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feathers and the hair over Liberty’s 
ear, usually are not present. Accurate 
grading thus requires a higher degree 
of sophistication on the part of the col- 
lector; he must master the subtleties 
of luster, color and grey areas. 

Second, although most of the dates 
are available in Uncirculated con- 
dition, the quality will be decidedly in- 
ferior to most other dollars in the 
series. Most collectors will have to be 
content with ‘‘Bald Eagle’ Un- 
circulated dollars, which constitute 
the vast majority of Mint State speci- 
mens of this era. 

Third, if you absolutely insist upon 
getting fully struck Gems, be pre- 
pared to pay astronomical prices for 
them. Your ‘‘MS-65’’ prices on the 
various pricing guides just do not 
apply to the superb, well struck 
pieces. They’re just too scarce! If you 
are lucky enough to acquire a Gem, 
rest assured that for long term invest- 
ment, you’ve made one of the best 
buys in numismatics. 

Finally, Prooflike collectors face a 
challenge that only the financially 
secure hobbyist should even consider. 
Most collectors have never seen, let 
alone owned, a Gem P-L ‘“‘O”’ Mint 
dollar from 1891 to 1897. The ap- 
pearance at auction of a Gem mirror 
specimen of one of those dates 
undoubtedly would set off a major 
flurry of activity, bordering on 
frenzied panic! 

Those flatly-struck ‘‘O’’ Mint dol- 
lars can, indeed, ‘“‘Drive you nuts!” 
But this need not be so; the true 
student of silver dollars can develop a 
better understanding of the char- 
acteristics of those dates. His 
patience and scholarship will be 
rewarded, and then he will nod his 
head and smile when he hears an old 
dollar nut proclaim, ‘‘The Bald Eagle 
reigns supreme! ”’

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Board Proposes By-Laws Changes 


Three proposed changes to the FUN 
By-laws will appear on your ballot 
when you receive it in late October, or 


in early November; they are 
(Boldfaced): 
1. Paragraph 3, ARTICLE I - 


MEMBERSHIP, to read that, ‘“Dues 
for all Active Members shall be five 
dollars, ($5.00), per year, and Junior 
Members two dollars ($2.00) per 
year. Dues for all Life Memberships 
shall be one hundred _ dollars, 
($100.00), payable with application.”’ 


2. Paragraph 4, ARTICLE I - 
MEMBERSHIP, to read, ‘‘Any active 
of junior member shall be auto- 
matically suspended when dues 
payments are more than five months 
in arrears.” 

3. SECTION 5. ORDER OF BUSI- 
NESS, ARTICLE II - MEETINGS, to 
read, ‘“‘The order of business at all 
meetings of the memebership shall be 
conducted in a parlimentary manner 
and in accordance with the current 
edition of Robert’s Rules of Order.’’ 


The need for an increase in FUN 
dues should be obvious; without an 
increase, one ‘‘victim’’ will be FUN- 
Topics, for we cannot continue to 
publish ‘‘so much for so little.’ 
Educational and exhibit programs 
are apt to suffer, too, without an in- 
crease. It’s your money, so vote to 
spend it the way you wish. 


Changing the suspension date from 
six months back to five months 
releases the editor from any 
requirement to mail two issues of 
FUN-Topics to any member, who 
might decide to drop his membership. 
In such an irstance, we’d save the 
cost of the second issue, about 90 
cents "er suspended member. 

Adaing the words, “ ... the current 
edition of ....’ means that FUN will 
operate under the rules of the current 
edition of Robert’s Rules of Order, as 
it is issued, without further change to 
the by-laws.

FUN-Topics 


History of FUN Recalled 


By Robert Hendershott 
Clearwater 


An Association of Florida Coin Col- 
lectors was the dream and wish of 
many active collectors as far back as 
the early 1930's; it was discussed 
from time to time and several at- 
tempts were made to form such an 
organization, without success. It was 
not until the spring of 1955 that the 
seed was finally planted, which 
resulted in the birth of an organized 
group of collectors. The FLORIDA 
UNITED NUMISMATISTS' was 
‘“‘born’’ at the Fort Harrison Hotel, 
Clearwater, during the week of 
November 28th through December 
4th, 1955. 

There is no doubt that in various 
sections of the State, collectors sug- 
gested a desire for a state - wide as- 
sociation of persons interested in 
Numismatics, prior to the 1930’s, but 
as records indicate, the first serious 
attempt to form such a group was by 
the members of the Tampa Coin Club 
in the early 30’s. 

Robert Hendershott, Club Presi- 
dent, contacted collectors in the West 
Coast area and other parts of the 
state. Some interest was generated, 
but because of the depression, dis- 
tances involved and other reasons, a 
State - wide group did not emerge. 

Years later, the idea was proposed 
again, but died for lack of support. 
This action did, however, spark in- 
terest among collectors resulting in 
the formation of a Florida - Georgia 
Numismatic Association. 

Harold Colee, Executive Director 
of the Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce, was elected president, with 
Jacksonville as headquarters. A list 
of other officers is not available at 
this time, but L. A. Cook of Hapeville, 
Ga. and Robert Hendershott, 
Clearwater, were members of the 
board. Although this Association 


started with great hopes for success, 
it was to exist only a few years. 

From time to time the following 
years a Florida Association was 
proposed, but it was not until the 
spring of 1955 that we saw the birth of 
a permanent organization. 

In 1954, a Clearwater Convention 
Bureau was established, to bring 
group business to the area, resulting 
in the booking of the Florida Gun 
Collectors Show in the Fort Harrison 
Hotel in Clearwater. Herbert Brand, 
Miami, a gun collector, but also a 
serious coin collector, attended the 
show, and was impressed with the 
meeting facilities at the hotel; he 
remarked that it would be an ideal 
place to hold a coin show. 

Ed Hunt, manager of the hotel, 
alerted Robert Hendershott, who was 
Executive Director of the Convention 
Bureau, and an active coin collector, 
and arranged a meeting with Brand. 
Hendershott suggested that steps be 
taken to organize a Florida Collectors 
Association; Brand agreed that the 
idea was good, but that he would be in 
his summer home in Canada _ for 
about six months, which would limit 
the amount of time and effort he could 
devote to such a project. 

The idea was presented to leading 
coin collectors in the Clearwater area 
and all were interested; most offered 
support. Hendershott committed the 
Convention Bureau to assist in promo- 
tion, especially in mailing 
announcements and invitations. The 
Clearwater Stamp and Coin Club, 
along with collectors of Pinellas 
County, volunteered to ‘‘host’’ the 
show and to assist in plans for the 
forming of a state group. 

During the next weeks, conferences 
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(Continued from Preceding Page) 
with local collectors were held and 
the time and place were agreed on, 
allowing time for a publicity program 
and careful planning: The week of 
November 28th through December 
4th, 1955, was designated Florida Coin 
Collectors Organization Week, to be 
held at the Fort Harrison Hotel, Clear- 
water. 

Hundreds of letters and ’phone calls 
went out from the Clearwater 
Chamber of Commerce and the Con- 
vention Bureau, over the names of 
Hendershott as Convention Director, 
and individual boosters such as 
Douglas Brown, Harper Mercer, 
Grover Criswell, Harley Freeman, 
Wm. Fox Steinberg, Jack Sweetman, 
Leo LeSan, Caryl Carper, and many 
others. 

The Orlando, Miami, and Northeast 
Florida areas especially were invited 
to support the show and organization 
plans. The reponse was most 
encouraging and by early fall the 
ideas and detailed planning began to 
fall in place, indicating that a suc- 
cessful meeting was imminent. 

Collectors were invited to go to 
Clearwater for a week of fellowship, 
with the first few days scheduled for 
committee meetings, drafting of a set 
of By-laws and the preparation of 
bourse and exhibit areas. The show 
and business of the meeting were 
scheduled for Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday. 

It was announced that there would 
be no registration or admission fees, 
and that a two-session auction of 
numismatic material would be held. 
With the clubs and collectors of 
Pinellas County acting as “‘hosts,”’ 
the fateful week arrived. Attendance 
was good and interest was high. 
Unofficial conferences and _ small 
group meetings discussed all aspects 
of “birthing’’ a major collectors’ 
association, and the first business 
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meeting was held in the Fort 
Harrison Hotel, Clearwater, on Tues- 
day, November 29th. The minutes of 
that meeting are as follows: 

‘‘Minutes of the first business 
meeting of the Coin Collectors of 
Florida, held Tuesday, November 
29th, 1955, at the Fort Harrison Hotel, 
in Clearwater, Florida. 

Meeting called to order by Mr. 
Herbert Brand of Miami, with twenty- 
two (22) persons present. 

Temporary officers were elected as 
follows: Herbert Brand, Chairman, 
and Robert Hendershott, Secretary. 

A general discussion followed, 
regarding the formation of a State 
Association of Coin Collectors, its 
aims and obligations. Motion was 
made and carried that such a state 
group be formed. Temporary com- 
mittees were appointed as follows: 


By-Laws Committee: Robert 
Hendershott, Chairman; Herbert 
Brand, Caryl Carper, Maurice 


Finman and Wm. Fox Steinberg. 
Membership Committee: Harper 
Mercer, Chairman; Leo LeSan, and 
Maurice Finman. 
Auction Committee: Wm. Fox 
Steinberg, Chairman; Max Kaplan, 


Ray Yablun. 

Banquet Committee: George 
Vachon, Chairman; Caryl Carper, 
and Robert Hendershott. 

Bourse Committee: Douglas 


Brown, Chairman, Harper Mercer. 

It was suggested that membership 
dues be held to $1 per person, per 
year, and that all persons becoming 
members during the first meeting, be 
designated ‘“‘Charter Members,” with 
membership No. 1 be given to 
Herbert Brand, membership No. 2 to 
Robert Hendershott, followed in 
order by the next elected officers. 
Committees were instructed to meet 
and carry out their duties as 
necessary without further instruc-

tions. Temporary officers and com- 
mittees to function only for duration 
of the organizational meeting. 
Meeting Adjourned.”’

were held, and gradually the 
framework of a _ numismatic 
organization 


In the next few days numerous con- 
ferences and committee meetings 
were held, and gradually the frame- 
work of a numismatic organization 
emerged. Under the direction of 
Douglas Brown, the bourse room was 
set-up, and exhibits were arranged. 
Then came the moment long-awaited 
by so many: The first state-wide coin 
show was open, and the beginning of a 
Florida Association was a fact. 

The show opened with 13 Florida 
and national dealers manning tables 
as follows: Wm. Fox Steinberg, 
Grover Criswell, Murray Booth, 
Joseph Press, Caryl Carper, Max L. 
Kaplan, R. R. Bennighof, Ray’s 
Stamp and Coins, William Donner, 
Robert M. Flinn, Herbert Brand, 
Kenneth Cook, and Nick Bell. 

Each dealer was assessed a bourse 
fee of $10 returning to the sponsoring 
group the large sum of $130. What a 
modest beginning! 

Surprisingly enough, the 
attendance and action on the floor 
was very good for a first day. Friday 
evening a general meeting of all in- 
terested parties was held, open to the 
floor for discussion of ideas con- 
cerning the future state collector’s or- 
ganization. Several good suggestions 
were made and referred to the com- 
mittee chairmen. Following the 
meeting, a short auction of numis- 
matic items was called by ‘‘Foxy”’ 
Steinberg. 

Saturday, December 3rd, was a big 
day at the show. In the morning a gen- 
eral meeting was called to order by 
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temporary Chairman Herbert Brand 
with 26 persons in attendance. A vote 
was taken to proceed with the forma- 
tion of a Florida Coin Collector’s 
Association, and it carried 
unanimously. 

Brand called for a report of the 
nominating committee: Harley 
Freeman, chairman of the com- 
mittee, requested ‘‘Foxy’’ Steinberg 
to read the report, which recom- 
mended the following for the various 
offices: 

President, Robert 
Clearwater; lst 


Hendershott, 
Vice President, 
Douglas Brown, Clearwater; 2nd 
Vice President, Jack Sweetman, 
Winter Park; Secretary - Treasurer, 
Harper Mercer, Clearwater; 
Chairman of the Board, Herbert 
Brand, Miami; and four members to 
the Board of Directors, Harley 
Freeman, Daytona; Maurice 
Finman, Pensacola; Leo H. LeSan, 
St. Petersburg; and Otto Sghia, Coral 
Gables. 

As there were no other nominations 
from the floor for President, Robert 
Hendershott was elected by a 
unanimous vote. Hendershott then ac- 
cepted the gavel and presided for the 
balance of the business meeting. 
There were no other nominations for 
the office of lst Vice President and 
Douglas Brown and elected also by 
unanimous vote. 

William Sunday was nominated 
from the floor for the office of 2nd 
Vice President, but following a 
discussion, Sunday declined the 
nomination and moved _ that 
Sweetman be elected by unanimous 
vote; the motion carried. 

Harley Freeman was nominated 
from the floor for the office of Secre- 
tary - Treasurer, but declined and 
Mercer was elected to that office by 
unanimous vote. There were no 
further nominations from the floor for 
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(Continued from Preceding Page) 
members of the board, so they were 
elected unanimously as 
recommended by the committee. 

All officers were installed and the 
next order of business was 
consideration of the proposed 
constitution and by-laws. 

President Hendershott relinquished 
the chair to present the proposed con- 
stitution and by-laws as drafted by 
the committee; he reported that the 
by-laws of the American Numismatic 
Association had been used as a guide 
in many of the provisions, but as each 
section was read, it would be open for 
discussion and revision if that was the 
will of those present. 

It was proposed that the name of 
the organization, be the ‘Florida 
Numismatic Association,’ and it’s 
primary object to be the 
advancement of knowledge of numis- 
matics along educational, historical 
and scientific lines. 

Provision was made for regular 
and associate members, as well as 
junior members, the officers to be 
those proposed by the nomination 
committee, all to serve for a period of 
one year. Duties of the officers were 
detailed and dues were established at 
$1 per year. Future meetings left to 
the judgement of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Some changes were proposed and 
adopted, one being the name of the 
association. A _ lively discussion 
brought out several suggestions; 
Grover Criswell remarked that the 
group should have a distinctive name, 
which would be appealing, and easily 
remembered by members of the 
hobby. 

Caryl Carper suggested the name 
to be Florida United Numismatists, 
its initials being F.U.N., (he reported 
that the idea came from his wife), 
and all agreed on the name and it was 
adopted. 
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Other changes enlarged the objec- 
tive of the association, clarified the 
membership rules, established a 
quorum of 15 or more members, and 
the method of selecting future con- 
vention sites. With those changes 
incorporated into the by-laws, they 
were approved. 

President Hendershott again took 
the chair and reported that several 
invitations had been received seeking 
the next year’s annual convention. 
Brand invited the group to Miami; 
Carper invited FUN to _ St. 
Petersburg, and Clouser extended an 
invitation from Orlando; all invita- 
tions were referred to the board. 

A motion was made that F.U.N. 
apply for membership in the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association and it 
carried. It was voted to have a short 
meeting of the membership following 
the banquet that evening. 

Following the banquet Saturday 
evening (36 attended), a short busi- 
ness meeting was held to make an- 
nouncements and to hear the 
financial report to that date:

Iowa joined the Union in 1846, and 
one hundred years later, the United 
States issued a Commemorative half 
dollar to honor the occasion. 

The Commemorative coin was the 
first issued after the end of World 
War II, and after the death of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Most of the U. S. Presidents were 
usually in favor of the issuance of 
Commemoratives. However, 
Roosevelt did not approve of issuing 
Commemorative coins. He was 
greatly opposed to them, because of 
the abuses practiced in the 
distribution of the coins. 

Roosevelt would express his 
feelings to the Committee of Banking 
and Currency, but to no avail. After

Roosevelt died in 1945, Iowa was the 
first petitioner for a Commemorative 
coin. 

Iowa’s wish was granted when 
Public Law No. 767 of the 79th Con- 
gress took effect on Aug. 7, 1946. This 
particular Law also authorized the 


Booker T. Washington Com- 
memorative coin. 
Adam Pietz, Philadelphia, 


designed the Iowa Commemorative 
coin. The obverse shows the Iowa 
state seal, which depicts an eagle 
holding a ribbon in its beak, with the 
inscription “‘“OUR LIBERTIES / WE 
PRIZE / AND / OUR RIGHTS WE / 
WILL MAINTAIN.” Below the in- 
scription is the motto ‘‘E PLURIBUS 
UNUM.”’ 

Located above the eagle’s wings 
are 29 stars, symbolic of Iowa’s 
admission to the Union, our 29th 
state. On the outside of the beaded 
circle is the inscription “IOWA 
STATEHOOD CENTENNIAL + 1846 
+ 1946+.”’ 

The reverse depicts the first state 
capitol building at Iowa City. Below 
the building is the inscription ‘““THE 
OLD STONE CAPITOL IOWA 
CITY.’ The designers initials (AP) 
are located on the border of the coin, 
opposite the lower right corner of the 
building. 

In the upper field and intersecting 
the flagpole of the building, is the 
motto “IN GOD WE TRUST” in a

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
curved line. The word ‘“‘LIBERTY” is 
found in the lower field. ‘“‘UNITED 
STATES” and ‘‘HALF DOLLAR” are 
found on the upper and lower borders 
of the coin. 

There were 100,057 coins minted 
during November, 1946; all speci- 
mens were minted at the 
Philadelphia Mint. Incidently, 57 
specimens were destroyed by the 1947 
Assay Commission because the law- 
ful authorization was specified as 
100,000 pieces, the maximum mintage 
figure. 

Roosevelt would have liked the 
means of distribution: Iowa residents 
were given first opportunity to 
purchase the coins at $2.50 each. They 
were distributed by population per 
county, and sold through banks via a 
lottery system. How’s that? 

If the prospective buyer wished to 
buy a coin, he or she would simply 
select a numbered ticket, and after a 
drawing, if their number was drawn, 
they would present it to a distributing 
bank for purchase of the coin. Sounds 
democratic doesn’t it? 

The banks managed to sell 94,000

pieces that way. Five thousand pieces 
were reserved for out-of-state sales at 
$3 per coin. Believe it or not, the 
method of distribution was excellent, 
due to the fact that no person or group 
controlled a significant number of 
coins, which would have caused an ef- 
fect on the market. This is what 
Roosevelt feared during his time. 

The large number of coins issued 
was also thought to be a discourage- 
ment for speculation. Now, for those 
future speculators, beware, the state 
of Iowa has set aside 1,000 coins. 
These coins will be distributed during 
their Sesquicentennial Celebration in 
1996, and their Bicentennial in 2046. 
On these two dates, the remaining 
hoard will be split equally, with 500 
coins going to the first event and the 
balance to the last. Only specially 
selected individuals will be presented 
with coins. 

The Iowa Commemorative half 
dollar is by no means considered rare 


on today’s market. A_ Brilliant 
Uncirculated specimen can_ be 
bought for approximately $40.
